WASHINGTON, Nov. 4—-Coun- 
sel for seven State Department 
employes who were summarily dis- 
missed as bad security risks filed 


a new demand last night on the 
department to “stop pursuing 
them into private life with charges 
against which you give them no 
opportunity to defend themselves.” 

This development came soon 
after the now celebrated case had 
been brought to the personal at- 
tention of President Truman 
through a call paid by Harold B. 
Mitchell, president of the Civil 
Service Commission. | 

After his visit, Mitchell said the 
President had approved 18 nomi- 
nations for membership on the 
loyalty review board for federal 
employes, which will pass on the 
results of investigations of the 
loyalty of Government workers. | 
Mitchell said the board was divid- 
ed politically. He said the names 
would not be made public at this 
time because there are several 
who have not definitely consented 
to serve. 

Following Mitchell's statement, 
a new letter to Robert A. Lovett, 
acting Secretary of State, was sent 
by the law firm of Arnold, Fortas 
& Porter, which is representing 
without fee the seven men dis- 
missed from the department. The 
firm members are Thurman Ar- 
nold, former Assistant Attorney 
General; Abe Fortas, former Un- 
der Secretary of the Interior, and 
Paul A. Porter, former administra- 
tor of the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration, 

Earlier Plea Rejected. 

The letter was in reply to one 
€ Lovett, in. he re- 
jectéad earlier appeal from the 
law firm that the seven men either 
be allowed to resign without 
prejudice dr be given a complete 
statement of the charges against 
them and hearing on the charges. 
(The Lovett, letter, under date of 
Friday, Oct. 31, and bearing a post- 
mark of 6 p.m. Saturday, Nov. 1, 
was in answer to one sent by the 
law firm on Oct. 4 to Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall. Mem- 
bers of the law firm said last 
night that they doubted the depart- 
ment would ever have answered 
the Oct. 4 letter if it had not 
learned late Friday that the New 
York Herald Tribune intended to 
publish pertinent documents con- 
cerning the case of one of the 
seven men.

U.S. CHARGES RUSSIA SPIKED 


EFFORTS TO 


ATTAIN PEACE 


State Department Document Accuses Soviets 
of Breaking Agreements and Seeking 


to Win Germany as Ally.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4—To e- 
pedite handling of more than 
5000 inquiries which stream 
monthly into the State Depart- 
ment, the division of publications 
of the Office of Public Affairs 
has assembled a document to be 
issued Friday titled “Aspects of 
American Foreign Policy.” 

It is based on addresses, articles 
and papers of responsible Govern- 
ment spokesmen which have pre- 
viously been published. The di- 
rector of the Office of Public Af- 
faits, Francis H, Russell, under- 
took the job without informing 
the press relations sections. 

The purpose, he explained, was 
to have at hand an over-all com- 

Uation which could be drop 
1andily into the mail, thus saving 
time and trouble in answering 
thousands individual letters. 

The document has an introduc- 
tion and conclusion, between 
which stand ht chapters on 
peacemaking and occupation, the 
United Nations, support of free 
nations, European recovery, inter- 
national economic 2licy,: depend- 
ent areas, armaments and atomic 
energy and the inter-American | 

Position of Responsibility. 

“The United States,” it is re- 
marked in the foreword, “occupies 
such a position of responsibility in 
world politics that it finds itself 
called upon to take the initiative 
in attempting, along with other 
powers, to find solutions for those 

which, if not solved, 
could lead to catastrophe.” 

After surveying the entire field 
of American international inter- 
ests, the survey offers the con- 
clusion that failure of collaboration 
among the great powers lies be- 
hind “our inability to grasp the 
fruits of victory and peace,” and 
that the most important offender 
in this respect has been the Soviet 
Union. It is accused of “intransi- 
gence in implementing agreements 
reached on a broad range of sub- 
jects at wartime conferences, such 
as those at Moscow, Yalta and 
Potsdam.” 


With respect to Germany, it is 
declared, the U.S.. R. “has been 
mainly concerned with extracting 
maximum reparations and insur- 
ing that a new German political 
regime shall be ‘friendly’ to the 
Soviet Union.” b 

American policy, on the other 
hand, is represented as being 
chiefly concerned with such eco- 
nomic rehabilitation as would 
make Germany self-sustaining 
without jeopardizing security re- 
quirements, and with democratic 
reconstruction on a basis of free 
political action by the Germans 
the s. This impasse has re- 
sulted, at least temporarily, it is 
affirmed, “in the virtual partition 
of Germany.” 

A similar disagreement is said 
to have been the chief obstacle in 
formulating an Austrian peace 
treaty. The United States favors 
an Austrian State which would 
be independent economically and 
politically, but Russia “insists 
upon the appropriation of alleged 
German assets in Austria to an 
extent which, in United States 
opinion, seriously endangers such 
independence.” 

"The United States has made 
it clear,’ the, document says, 
“that it does nöt desire to stand 
by while the political and eco- 
nomic fabric of the world progres- 
sively decays. 

“Experience has demonstrated 
that hunger and economic distress 
breed political unrest and make 
men an easy prey to extreme 
ideologies and political tyranny. 

“The situation is made worse 
when internal economic distress 
and political unrest are aggra- 
vated by a war of nerves from 
neighboring states seeking to en- 
cou subversive movements, 
and 8 to establish po- 
litical dictatorships.” 

After reviewing, events in 
Germany since the war, the sur- 
vey alleges that Russia's policies 
in its own occupation zone and 
refusal to co-operate in the three 
other areas tend to bring about 
a divided Germany, in which 
case the United States would be 
confronted with the task of as- 
Western .Germany, at 


cratic lines, and in taking part in 
the economic rehabilitation of 
Europe.” 

American policy in Japan is de- 
scribed as following essentially 
the same direction as that in Ger- 
many, with the great difference 
that “in the case of Japan, prog- 
ress has been more rapid as a 
result of the unified command 
under General of the Army Doug- 
las MacArthur, who occupies the 
position of Supreme Commander 
for all the Allied powers.” 

Russia is accused of retarding 
a peace treaty between Japan and 
the 11 nations concerned by in- 
sisting that the preliminary con- 
ference should be limited to the 
United States, Great Britain, the 
Soviet Union and China. In ad- 
dition, Russia refused to accept 
an American proposal that de- 
cisions be made by a two-thirds 
majority. All the other nations 
accepted both points. , 

Austrian Policy Examined. 

In regard to Austria, the Soviet 
Union is declared to have taken 
the position that under the Pots- 
dam Pact, it was entitled to all 
“German” assets in Eastern Aus- 
tria, Bay ag iy of the fact that 
many of those assets were ac- 
‘quired by the Nazis through 
duress and, in the opinion of the 
other three occupying powers, 
should be restored to their 
original owners.” 

way of contrast, it is pointed 
out the United States has de- 
clared its willingnes to enter into 
negotiations looking toward a re- 
nunciation of its share of German 
assets in Austria. In addition, the 
United States has set up a relief 
program for Austria, shipped $43,- 
000,000 in supplies between June 
and October of this year, and 
contemplates further assistance. 

The document reviews the 
course of events in Korea, and 
quotes Secretary George C. Mar- 
shall’s speech of Sept. 17 before 
the General Assembly of the 
United Nations to the effect that 
due to Soviet opposition, Korea's 
independence is no further ad- 
vanced than it was two years ago. 


Use of Veto Cited. 

The declaration is repeated that 
excessive use of the veto by the 
Soviet Union “hag prevented the 
Security Council from fulfilling its 
true function.” There is a sum- 
mary of American proposals to 
limit the use of the veto, and for 
setting up a Little Assembly” to 
consider situations and disputes 
impairing friendly international 
relations. Support of the United 
Nations is named as “the keystone 
of American policy for the main- 
tenance of peace and international 
security. The United States is 
looking more and more to the 
General Assembly as the forum in 
which the moral and political 
forces of the world must be 
brought to bear upon internation- 
al disagreements.” 

Contrary to the Yalta Pact, it is 
charged, the Governments of Po- 
land, Romania, Bulgaria and Hun- 
gary “have been dominated by the 
Soviet Union. since their incep- 
tion.” These cases, with those of 
Iran, Turkey and Greece, lead to 
the following comment: | 

„American self-interest is in- 
timately involved in the preserva- 
tion of free governments every- 
where, America has a vital stake 
in freedom, peace and security 
throughout the world ... the bit- 
ter experience of World War II 
reinforced our resolve to extend 
assistance to countries whose in- 
dependence is endangered through 
gg and threats of aggres- 
sion,”

ropean recovery is said to still 
hang in the balance, and “the out- 
come ig made all the more critical 
by the fact that, if the battle is 
lost, a breeding ground will exist 
for the growth of totalitarian gov- 
ernments.”

TALK WITH JUROR 


K.C. Ward Boss Testifies 
Reed Told Him He Had 
Been in Touch With 
Woman. 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Nov. 4—Henry 
McKissick, veteran Democratic 
machine boss of the Second ward, 
testified today on his own behalf 
as his jury-tampering trial before 
United States District Judge Rich- 
ard M. Duncan neared its conclu- 
sion. 

McKissick denied the Govern- 
ment’s charge that he had in- 
duced Robert H. Reed, a young 
undertaker’s assistant, who had 
been his co-defendant, to attempt 
to influence Mrs. L. H. Hodges of 
Sedalia, a member of the first spe- 
cial grand jury to investigate vote 
frauds in the 1046 primary here. 

Reed, who appeared as the Gov- 
ernment’s principal witness, after 
Richard K. Phelps, special assist- 
ant attorney general had dis- 
missed the charge against him, 
had given a specific account of 
alleged conversations with McKis- 
sick and with Mrs. Hodges. 

McKissick asserted that he had 
not asked Reed to get in touch 
with Mrs. Hodges, although con- 
ceding that Reed told him he had 
talked to Mrs, Hodges, adding “and 
you have nothing to worry about.” 

McKiasick, long time leader of 
the “Fifteenth street” faction, said 
that Reed previously had inquired 
of him at his tavern whether 
there was any chance of his be- 
ing indicted. McKissick said that 
he replied to Reed: “I can’t tell. 
It seems they are after all of us 
Democrats.” . 

Corroborative defense testimony 
was given by Mrs. Eugenia Carey, 
who testified that she overheard 
the conversation in McKissick’s 
tavern and that it was substan- 
tially the same as that related 
by McKissick, Her husband was 
called to supplement her testi- 
mony. 

Reed, who formerly lived in 
Sedalia, testified he was in Mo- 
Kissick’s tavern last Aug. 23, 
when the ward boss leaned over 
the bar and said; I'm going to be 
indicted, There is a juror from 
your town, I'll pay your expenses 
to go down there and see her.” 

Reed said that he told McKis- 
sick he didn’t think that would 
be necessary but that when Me- 
Kissick replied, “if you, call her 
up, I'll pay the bill,“ he did so. 
Reed testified that he telephoned 
Mrs. Hodges the next: day and 
asked her to do him a favor and 
help McKissick. 

Mrs. Hodges, who preceded 
Reed to the witness stand, de- 
scribed the conversation in detail. 

„Reed said to me,” Mrs. Hodges 
testified, “‘I want to ask a favor 
of you. Henry McKissick is go- 
ing to be up before you. That is, 
he thinks he is and he thinks he 
is going to be indicted. I want 
you to do everything in your 
power to keep him from being in- 
dicted.’ ” 

Mrs. Hodges testified that when 
she replied that she could not do 
as he requested, even if she want- 
ed to, Reed remarked: “Henry has 
done me some favors and I would 
appreciate anything you can do.” 

The maximum penalty on con- 
viction on a charge of jury tam- 
pering is five years’ imprison- 
ment and a fine of $5000. 

Judge Duncan announced at the 
beginning of the trial yesterday 
that he would permit the jurors to 
go to lunch separately after in- 
structing them not to discuss the 
case. 

Spectators at the opening ses- 
sion included Robert McKissick, 
younger brother of Henry McKis- 
siek, who recently was acquitted 
of a charge of conspiring to de- 
prive voters of the franchise in 
the Twenty-first precinct of the 
Second ward, where he served as 
precinct captain. 

The elder McKissick, who stood 


refused to testify when asked by 


alleged attempt to influence Mrs. 
Hodges, was indicted just before 
that jury was discharged Aug. 29. 

It .returned several vote fraud 
indictments affecting precincts in 
his ward but had been unable to 
obtain similar evidence against 
him.

AUSTRIA GETS $26,000,000 
OF GOLD STOLEN BY NAZIS 
IN SETTLEMENT BY ALLIES 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (AP). 
N international agreement 
Arne today in London for- 
mally allotted to Austria 
approximately $26,000,000 worth 
of Nasi-looted gold recovered 
in Germany.

John G. Winant was a man of 
the people—whoever they were, 
wherever he found them. 


The GI. strolling through

London .. Winston Churchill at 
10 Downing street... the home- 
less bum in Central Park, New 
York , .. Kings, pubkeepers, pre- 
miers, buck privates, diplomats 
and taxi cab drivers—all were 
“Gil” Winant's friends 

He was more than the American 
ambassador to the court of St. 
James's during the war; he was 
the ambassador of every Ameri- 
can to every Briton, 


His death by suicide at his Con- 
cord (N.H.) home shocked the 
United Nations today. 

Down in the Ozarks and up in 
the hills of North Dakota, and in 
little towns across the country, 
hundreds of ex-G.I.s will remem- 
ber another man than the one 
mourned here as a diplomat, social 
oe and Government adminis- 
rator, 


They will remember a morning 
— 2 afternoon in London's West 
nd. 


They were idling along, say on 
Oxford streét or North Audley 
street, when a Lincolnesque figure, 
tall and slightly stooped, with an 
unruly black forelock crowding his 
eyes, sautered up, friendly-like. 

‘Good Joe’ m Home. 

He was just another “Good Joe” 
from back home—no airs, no brass 
—hatism, just a swell guy. He 
bought them a drink or two at 
the local pub—that one around the 
corner from Baker street, remem- 
ber? 

Sometimes they never found out 
that they’d been chumming with 
the American ambassador until 
they chanced to see his picture in 
the Daily Mail or the Express. 

Sometimes they found out when 
he invited them to the American 
embassy, in Grosvenor square, for 
a spot of tea. 

Winant always knew what the 
G.I.s were thinking; he went out 
and discovered it for himself. 

Great Courage. 

Winant shot himself last night. 
But none of us who knew him in 
London when the V-2s were plung- 
ing into Mayfair can ever admit 
that he lacked great and noble 
courage. 

I have seen him refuse to seek 
refuge in a bomb shelter when the 
Luftwaffe was pouring death into 
London. 

He had too much work to do. 
He couldn’t take the time. 

As a slight concession to the 
tasks that occupied him 14 and 16 
hours a day throughout the war, 
he did move away from the win- 
dows. 

Winant’s plain dress and man- 
ner puzzled the British at first. 
The Yankee abroad was the same 
direct simple man who had three 
times been Governor of New 
Hampshire.

Alaska Is Achilles Heel of This 


Stands Today Virtually 
Undefended, Area’s 
Governor Here for 
Speech Asserts, 


Alaska strategically is the most 
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important part of the western * 


hemisphere but it stands toda, 


virtually undefended, Gov. Ernest 
Gruening of Alaska said in St. 
Louis today. 


Here to address the Washington 
University Association this eve- 
ning at Soldan High School, Gov. 
Gruening told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that it was up to the. Amer- 
ican people to decide whether 
Alaska would continue to be “an 
Achilles heel or a bulwark in 
hemisphere defense.” 


“The defense of the territory has 
two aspects—military and eco- 
nomic,” he said. “Military needs 
are the province of the armed 
forces, but few people in the 
States recognize the economic 


aspect. 

“Military and naval installa- 
tions are utterly inadequate. 
There is a lot of talk about de- 
fensive measures, but very little 
is really going on. Alaska could 
be a great air base, but Gen. 
Henry H. Arnold, retired Air 
Force commander, gave the true 
picture in a recént magazine ar- 
ticle in which he said the terri- 
tory’s air defenses today were 
virtually nil.” 

Even the Coast Guard “forces in 
Alaska have been reduced dras- 
tically by Congress as an economy 
measure, Gov. Gruening said. The 
Coast Guard district has been con- 
solidated with the Seattle district, 
700 miles south of the southern- 
most point in Alaska, and the 
number of men and vessels in 
Alaska waters has been reduced, 
he said. “And yet our population 
derives its chief livelihood from 
the sea,” he added. 5 

He demurred when asked from 
what direction he thought an at- 
tack on the continent might come. 
T don't want to join the hue and 
cry going up now about the prob- 
ability of war, but one can see 
with his naked eye the Asiatic 
continent: across the 54-mile-wide 
Bering Straits,” he said. 

“Another evidence of the failure 
of Congress to realize Alaska’s 
importance strategically is its dis- 
approval of an appropriation of 
$875,000 to expand our university’s 
geophysics laboratory, to permit 
radar and radio research,” he as- 
serted.

Urges Other Means First. 

' Declaring labor legislation was 
one of the greatest causes of ill- 
feeling between management and 
labor, Denham urged his listeners 
to exhaust every means of dis- 
posing of disputes before resorting 
to the processes of the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act. 

Turning to specific provisions of 
the act, he said the prohibition 
against exorbitant initiation fees 
and dues chargeable by unions 
does not apply to the fixing of a 
uniform but high initiation fee, 
but does prohibit such practices 
as charging high fees for work 
permits during manpower scarci- 
ties and otherwise selling jobs at 
high prices to non-union appli- 
cants. 

Congress did not pass this law 
with the idea of scuttling collec- 
tive bargaining,” he said. “Col- 
lective bargaining today is just as 
‘much collective bargaining a& it 
ever was; the only thing is that 
both parties are required to act 
in total good faith. It is not a 
| Process of making a demand—lis- 
tening patiently and saying ,no,’” 

Bar on Closed Shop. 

While the act outlaws the closed 
shop, the union shop is still per- 
mitted, Denham pointed out. In 
this connection, he said, the act 
makes it an unfair labor practice 
for a union to., cause an employer 
to discharge an employe for any 
reason other than failure to pay 
dues and the usual initiation fee. 
Jam inclined to believe that even 
failure to pay assessments or fines 
levied by the union would not jus- 
tify such a discharge,” he said. 

“In short, when a contract has 
been entered into with a properly 
authorized union shop provision 
in it, subsequent to Aug. 22, 1947, 
the employer is charged with the 
responsibility for any discharge 
made at the insistence of the 
union for failure to maintain mem- 
bership in good standing except 
in the one instance of failure to 
pay dues and initiation fees. If 
he should discharge an employe 
at the insistence of the union 
where his good standing has been 
lost for any other reason he will, 
as I have stated, be subjecting 
himself to an order of reinstate- 
ment and he and the union will 
be subjecting themselves to money 
liabilities for the back pay in- 
volved,” Denham said. 

Taking note of bitter union 
criticism of this feature as de- 
priving them of the means of dis- 
ciplining their members, Denham 
said: “Whether this is a good or 
bad feature of the law is not for 
me to say. It is the law and it 
must be administered as such so 
long as it remains on the books 
in its present form.” 

Denham, a native St. Louisan 
who left here in 1908 at the age 
of 23, said in an interview yester- 
day that only an infinitesimal per- 
centage of unions had failed to 
file compliance with the require- 
ments of the act. Those who do 
fail to do so will have any pending 
cases before the board dropped, 
but they may come in later and 
| reinitiate their cases.

Hartley law provisions for quali- 
fication before the National Labor 
Relations Board by signing non- 
Communist affidavits and filing 
financial statements.

In 1943, the order was cancelled by 
WPB because of more urgent war needs. As soon as the war 
was over, we reinstated the order. 


But the same thing that’s held up delivery of your new car 


or new home or new washing machine has held up delivery 
of our generator and countless other items of equipment. 
(The war... postwar shortages ...-industrial difficulties of 
all kinds.) 


U. WHEN Do vou EXPECT ro HAVE THIS 
NEW GENERATOR IN SERVICE? 


It should be in operation at our Venice, Illinois plant some- 
time in January. This is the same generator, incidentally, 
that we had hoped to have operating by now. 


d. How MUCH RAIN DO YOU NEED TO RELIEVE THE 
SITUATION? 


Our engineers estimate it will take about 8 inches of hard 
rain to get Bagnell up to a proper level again. (Lake of the 
Ozarks got about 14 inches between October 24 and 27, as 
compared to about 5 inches in the eastern part of the state.) 


We count on a lot of rain during September and October to 
fill the lake back up after the summer drouth. This year, we 
didn’t get it. And the chances of getting it before the end 
of the year are not good. 


Q: HOW LONG WILL IT BE NECESSARY TO SAVE ON 
ELECTRICITY? 


That’s pretty hard to answer. It may be two to three months 
—unless we get the kind of rains we need.

Russia Has Basic Knowledge.

The undreamed-of expansion, the desperate drive for new methods 


and new materials, the clawing 


search for sources of manpower, 


even the loose and reckless financing—all were present. 

But there was an important difference. Men and women in the 
United States were acting under the stinging lash of Japanese 
attack, Germany's fever was self-induced, and as artificial as the 
coffee and clothes it had to use as a result. 


Apologists for the 24 Farben 
executives now on trial here argue 
that they were doing only what 
the Government required. The 
prosecution contends that Farben 
went far beyond these demands, 
that it planned and initiated huge 
schemes on its own without which 
Hitler could not have waged war. 

One of these was the “four-year 
plan,” the very heart of Hitler’s 
war effort. He told his frenzied 
followers of its broad outlines at 
a Nazi party rally here in Nuern- 
berg in 1936, and placed Herman 
Goering in charge. What Hitler 
never told them, then or since, 
was the extent of Farben’s share. 


No Doubt of Aims, 

Of its aims and intentions there 
could be not the slightest doubt. 
Georg von Schnitzler, one of the 
principal defendants, has said that 
Farben began to expand its invest- 
ments in 1934 “with the main ob- 
jective of increasing the military 
potential of Germany.” 

“After 1936,” he went on, “the 
movement took on an entirely 
military character, and military 
reasons stood in the foreground.” 

The idea, itself, of a four-year 
plan was foreshadowed strangely 
by the fertile brain of Carl 
Krauch, chief of the defendants 
and chairman of Farben’s super- 
visory board of directors. 

Krauch wrote to the German 


Air Force in 1933, outlining just} 


such a plan for increasing Ger- 
many’s supplies of synthetic gaso- 
line, in which Farben had an over- 
powering financial interest. ‘The 
Air Ministry, with Goering at its 


head, decided to press it. 


Early in 1936 German troops en- 
tered the Rhineland and almost 
immediately Hitler made Goering 
co-ordinator for raw materials. 
Out of it emerged the “Office for 
German Raw Materials and Syn- 
thetics.” Its head was—Krauch, 
who never for one moment forgot 
his Farben connections, but in- 
stead was promoted. 

Krauch was entrenched firmly, 
by the time Hitler made any 
public announcement. Ninety per 
cent of the employes in the office 
were Farben experts like himself. 
Of the $400,000,000 it was planned 
to spend in the first six months, 
two-thirds was marked for Far- 
ben products, 


Ran Its Own Course. 


In the monthg and years that 
followed, Farben ran its own: 
headstrong course. Dr. Felix 
Ehrmann, deputy in the Reich Of- 
fice for Chemistry, has left a bit- 
ter record, 

“Though outwardly the mobill- 
ration plans and others were ac- 
cepted by I. G. (Farben) without 
objections,” he wrote in a sworn 
statement, “practically they did 
what they liked, and neglected 
everything that had been planned. 

“There was no authority which 
was in a position or could afford 
to call I, G. to order. 

“Even if the people who had to 
deal with I. G. were trained in

Which Way, St. Louis? 


The need for a new zoning ordinance such as 
that suggested in a preliminary report of the 
City Plan Commission is obvious to anyone who 
has the eyes to see the present dilapidated con- 
dition of much of St. Louis. The city has be- 
come a cross-hatch of slums, blight, factories, 
warehouses, railroad sidings, stores, filling sta- 
tions and rooming houses—an ill-assorted, inef- 
ficient, unpleasant quagmire into which the re- 
maining well-kept residential areas are likely to 
sink unless there are some changes made. 


For the time being, every available house and 
apartment is taken, but eventually—-and despite 
such heroic measures as the smoke ordinance 
and the contemplated riverfront improvement— 
there will be a resumption of the movement into 
the County unless the city is made more livable. 


It is saddening that St. Louis should have fall- 
en into this state since it was, after all, the 
second large city in the United States to adupt 
a zoning ordinance. That was in 1918. The or- 
dinance, however, was held to be unconstitution- 
al in 1923. And before another was adopted, $10,- 
000,000 was spent not to improve things, but— 
in the words of the Plan Commission—‘“to create 
a blighted district in the large, older residence 
areas west of Grand boulevard.” What happened 
east of Grand was, of course, even worse. 

A new zoning ordinance went on the books in 
1926, but it has been rendered almost meaning- 
less by no less than 215 amendments, all tend- 
ing to lower rather than to increase restrictions 
on the use of land. This points to the abso- 
lute necessity for guarding any new ordinance 
against such legal violations. Instead of leaving 
it at the mercy of opportunistic, back-scratching 
politicians, it should contain a proviso that no 
exceptions may be made without the approval of 
the Plan Commission, and that its disapproval 
may be over-ridden only by a two-thirds vote 
in the Board of Aldermen. 

Details may be changed a bit here and there, 
but in general the recommendations of the com- 
mission embrace what a new ordinance must con- 
tain. They call for a logical concentration of 
industrial and mercantile areas, and suitable pro- 


vision for multiple and single-family dwellings. 


They correct the present over-zoning for com- 
mercial purposes and, so, give more scope for 
the development of pleasing residential areas. 
There are good reasons for believing that the 
cities of America—St. Louis included—will be 
largely rebuilt in the years ahead. The automo- 
bile and other technical developments as well as 
sheer obsolescence make this mandatory. Slums 
must be cleared away and blight wiped out. To 


this end, St. Louis already has adopted a master 


plan. But neither that plan nor any improve- 
ment on it will do much good if the city does 
not have a sound zoning ordinance—and one that 
is respected. Only with such regulation can a 
plan be brought off paper. 

It is a question of whether St. Louis as a city 
Shall progress or decline.

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Gangster Cartels and the Law 


How must the people of Fairfield, of Wayne 
county and of the whole State of Illinois have 
felt when they read that Sheriff Hal Bradshaw 
had secretly returned Charles Harris from Tulsa 
in connection with the gang murder of Carl 
Shelton? How edifying is the spectacle of a 
sheriff being forced to sneak back into his own 
county when gangsters drive up and down its 
roads with tommyguns! 

Law enforcement has been brought fo this 
ignominious state by the gambling cartels which 
flourish in Illinois and which reach into virtually 
every large Midwestern city for tribute. When 
such “mobs” establish rural headquarters—as 
the Sheltons and their Prohibition Era rivals, 
the Birgers, did—it is admittedly a tough assign- 
ment for a sheriff and a few deputies, even if 
they are so minded, to go out against a gang of 
killers. And if the mobsters make a foray intc 
the city, the police cannot follow them home. 

Whatever it may have been 25 years ago, gang 
killing today is more than a local problem. For 
the most part, it stems out of organized gamb- 
ling—and that is a big business which ignores 
not only county but also state lines. Usually, 
agreements are worked out as to the territories 
to be exploited. That has eliminated much of 
the violence of a gaudier decade. 

Yet when such an agreement is broken, the 
matter is not taken to the courts. It means 
a reaching for guns. Thus, the Post-Dispatch 
has been informed that the men who killed Carl 
Shelton were dispatched from the East Side, 
hired to do the job for $20,000. 

There has been obvious danger of something 
like this ever since the Capone gang of Chicago 
began expanding. One sign of this was the 
forced break-up of “Bev” Brown and “Gully” 
Owens’ Pioneer News Service here in St. Louis. 
At that time the Post-Dispatch warned: “Ali the 
storm signals are flying.” 

Then the mob moved to take over the Har- 
mony Publishing Co. of Kansas City, another 
firm supplying racetrack information to hand- 
book operators. And now, it seems, there has 
been a clash with the Sheltons, who have long 
considered Peoria and the area to the south as 


their monopoly. 


The point of all this is that these syndicates 
and combines must be met on their own terms, 
Local authorities can help if, unlike State's At- 
torney C. W. Burton of Madison county, they 
will do more than bring operators into court for 
a routine fine every 90 days. Action on a higher 
plane, however, can cut deeper. 

Gov. Donnelly afforded an excellent example 
of this when he moved to deprive the race in- 
formation services of telephone facilities. And 
there is no reason why, in the event of an out- 
break of violence, a governor, an attorney- 
general and a state police force should not move 
into action. 

This would not be a violation of the spirit of 
home rule. It would be simply an effective 
move to uphold the law. Or are the gangster 
cartels already bigger than the State of Illinois?

One of the most alarming and significant 
stories of recent weeks was the disclosure 
by the Minneapolis Star and Tribune that 
the Truman Administration is planning to 
throw a censorship blanket over the ac- 
tivities of Federal Government. 


This unprecedented departure from our 
traditional peacetime “no censorship” pol- 
icy would effectively muzzle the press by 
suppressing information at the source to 
which the American 
people are rightly en- 
titled.

PEUGHTFUL MUSICAL 


Rodgers and Hammerstein 
Work Based on Molnar's 
‘Liliom’ Opens at American. 


By MYLES STANDISH 

To say that Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein and the Theater Guild 
have outdone their own “Okla- 
homa!” is quite a hunk of compli- 
ment, we realize, to throw at any 
musical. But it’s true of “Carou- 
sel,” which opened a two-week 
run to large audience at the 
America Theater last night. 
Perhaps Richard Rodgers’s music 
isn’t quite as catchy as the songs 
he did for “Oklahoma!” but it's 
pretty and bright and in charac- 
ter with the story. Oscar Ham- 
merstein’s transposition of Ferenc 
Molnar’s Hungarian fantasy play, 
„Lillom,“ to a New England set- 


ting of 60 years ago retains all 
the spirit of the original. And 
with a generally fine production, 
the result is completely charming. 
St. Louis has waited a long time 
—two years while the show ran its 
course in New York, and six 
months while it was in Chicago— 
for “Carousel,” but it was worth 
it. The musical demonstrates the 
virtues of artful artlessness, un- 
affected but affecting simplicity, 
of ingenious ingenuousness, most 
of it a long way from the standard 
Broadway musical approach. In- 
tegration of the story, music and 
dancing so that the lyrics and 


choreography are not merely deco- 


rative frills, but help character 
drawing and plot propulsion, is 
carried on further than in Okla- 
homa!” Certainly it is an idea no 
newer than the oldest grand opera, 
but Hammerstein and Agnes de 
Mille have effectually revived it 
for modern musical plays. 

Hammerstein has made the de- 
vice mean something by concoct- 
ing what I believe to be the best 
light lyrics this side of Gilbert. 


[They're vigorous, expressive and 


often poetic. And not a word of 
them is muffled a cast that, 
while it is generally of middling 
voice, has a commendable appre- 
ciation of the value of articulate 
singing. The titles are indicative 
of the simple folk quality and 
quaintness of some of them— 
“You're a Queer One, Julie Jor- 
dan,” “When I Marry Mr. Snow,” 
„June IS Bustin’ Out All Over,” 
“When the Children Are Asleep,” 
“This Was a Real Nice Clam 
Bake,” “Geraniums in the Win- 
der,” There's Nothin’ So Bad for 
a Woman,” and What's the Use 
of Wond'rin’.” Rodgers has fash- 
foned two rather lovely sings in 
“If I Loved You,” and “You'll 
Never Walk Alone.” 

Rouben Mamoulian’s direction 
has given the show pace and char- 
acter: Miss de Mille’s beach ballet, 
cut from its original 22 minutes 
to a snappier 12, has a welcome 
freshness and kinetic bravura. It 
manages to be arresting and pun- 
gent without the obvious artiness 
of, say, her Civil War, ballet in 
“Bloomer Girl.” Somebody has 
said that in “Oklahoma!” her 
dancers all ran across the stage 
from left and leaped into the right 
and here they merely re- 
verse directions in different cos- 
tumes, but there's quite a bit 
more to it than that. The settings 
by Jo Mielziner are very attrac- 
tive. 

The cast, while probably not up 
to the original New York troupe 
as a whole, was good enough. Iva 
Withers as Julie, the heroine, the 
role in which Jan Clayton made 
such a bit, has a tremulous sweet- 
ness and a pleasant light voice. 
Henry Michel was Billy Bigelow, 
the swaggering, arrogant carnival 
barker who bullies his young wife, 
kills himself to escape capture for 


a holdup, then redeems his soul 


by returning to earth for one day 
and performing a deed of love. 
He is handsome, certainly, but his 
baritone was decidedly rough, and 
his conception of the role depend- 
ed too much on such obvious de- 
vices as puffling out his chest six 
inches and following it about the 
stage. 

Gloria Elwood as Carrie Pipper- 
idge was cute, appealing and hu- 
morous. Eric Mattson, well known 
from his Muny Opera appear- 
ances, combined comedy sense, 
good characterization and a nice 


part he created on Broadway, the 
best handled in the show. Mario 
de Laval, with a stylized sardonic 
badman, did well, too. Mimi 
Cabanne, former St. Louisan who 
is descended from several of the 
original pioneer families here, was 
pretty and sang effectively as 
Nettie Fowler, although she tends 
to be colorless. :

The latter de- 
mands primarily great chemical 
and chemical engineering skill and 
ingenious mechanical plant plus 
1 It seems likely 
that the Russians would prefer 
plutonium, as they can probably 
meet the chemical and engineer- 
ing requirements more easily than

for producing uranium-235. 

Whatever their choice, there is 
a vast amount of detail that the 
Russians will have to work out for 
themselves in order to succeed. 
In this field are the real “secrets” 
— matters of what size, what 
shape, what materials, matters of 
chemical and metallurgical proc- 
essing, of how you do this and in 
what order—thousands and tens

HE year 1926 was a bloody 
T one in the gang war waged in 
southern Illinois by Carl Shel- 
ton and Charley Birger and their 
followers. During the year there 
were 16 murders, most of them, it’ 
now appears, committed by the 
Birger gang. One of them, the 
treacherous killing of big Joe Ad- 
mayor of West City and 
friend of the Sheltons, sent Char- 
ley Birger to the gallows. ; 
It was also the year that leaders 
of both gangs began to cry to 


press and public that they had 


been wronged by the other side, 
at the same time boasting about 
what they would do to one an- 
other if the two gangs ever met 
face-to-face in open combat. 

“I’m ready to argue the question 
out with them any time,” Birger 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“My boys would be tickled pink to 
have it out on the open road.” 

Said Earl Shelton: “we aren't 
given to boasting about what 
great warriors we are, like Birger, 
who is not a warrior but a cow- 
ard. He's got himself all hemmed 
in with armor and machine guns, 
and whenever you see a man hid- 


ing behind a fortress, that means 


he is afraid to come out in the 
open. He talks with his big 
mouth about wanting to meet us 
on the highway. If we didn’t know 
he was only blowing we might get 
excited and go up there and see 
what it’s all about.” 

The trouble between them, ac- 
cording to Birger, came because 
“the Sheltons had not been gatis- 
fied to stick to bootlegging and 
gambling but had turned to bank 


and highway robberies and whisky 


holdups. They had “been ‘histing’ 
(holding up) everybody in sight.” 
Many of the -holdups, he com- 
plained, had as their victims 
friends of his. After one particu- 
lar holdup which he resented very 


much, Birger got word, he said, 


—— the Sheltons were out to get 
m. 

The trouble between them, said 
Earl Shelton, started when the 
Sheltons refused to smuggle some 
of Birger’s relatives into the coun- 
try through Florida. “Later on 
he and I bought some slot ma- 
chines which he placed in good 
spots in Williamson county. My 
brothers and I were to get half 
the profits. But Birger took it 
all, and we banished him from 
the crowd, I told the boys not 
to have any more to do with him, 
and that made him wild.” 

It was also in 1926 that the 
Shelton boys announced they were 
moving out of Williamson county 
for good. Earl contracted malaria 
and was bedridden for weeks. 
Bernie went to Hot Springs “for 
his health” and Carl divided his 
time between them. 

“There is too much shooting 
around there,” Earl told a re- 
porter, “and we invariably get the 
blame for all of it. Birger can 
have the war all to himself.“ 


The reporter reminded Earl that 
two of Birger’s men, “Casey” Jones 
and “Highpockets” McQuay, had 
been bumped off quite recently, 
and that the Sheltons naturally 
were blamed for it. Earl denied 
they had killed the two, or any 
other of Birger’s men. He also 
denied that he and His brothers 
had a “gang.” “We have friends 
in Williamson county, who are 
commonly referred to as our 
gang,” he said. “We are not rob- 
bers or gunmen, but we have 
never run away from trouble. We 
don’t know if any of our friends 
are in the fight against Birger, 
but if they are they will take care 
of themselves. We are out of it.” 

The Sheltons moved out of Wil- 
liamson county in the late sum-

mer or early fall of 1926, and 
things were quiet for a while, But 
they began to pick up in late Oc- 
tober when federal officers round- 
ed up Art Newman, Birger gang- 
ster who had formerly been a 
Shelton follower, for questioning 
about the $15,000 Collinsville mail 
robbery a year previously. 

Both Newman and Birger told 

federal officers that the Sheltons 
committed the robbery. Newman, 
who was still with the Sheltons 
at the time, said he heard them 
discussing it, and said that on 
the evening of the robbery he saw 
them dividing a large sum of 
money. 
Federal officers, on a tip from 
Newman, found the Sheltons at 
the home of Joe Adams, the 300- 
pound mayor of West City, III. 
Adams was a friend of the Shel- 
tons and an enemy of Birger, and 
the Sheltons often found refuge 
at his home. 

The Sheltons were tried for the 
robbery early in 1927, and convict- 
ed largely on the testimony of 
Newman even though he was 
shown to be a murderer, a turn- 
coat, a crooked gambler, a gang- 
ster and a holdup man. ‘ 

Late in 1926 Joe Adams died ‘at 
the hands of the Birger gang. He 
was guilty of having harbored the 
Sheltons. One day two .Birger 
gangsters called at Adams’s home, 


which was only 10 miles from 
Shady Rest, the Birger hangout, 
and asked Mrs. Adams to call her 
husband to the door. They said 
they were sent by Carl Shelton 
and had a note for Joe. When 
Joe came to the door one of the 
men handed him a note. As he 
started to read it, the other 
pumped three bullets into him. 
* * * 

0 Sheltons were arrested for the 

Collinsville robbery, improvised 
bombs were dropped on Shady 
Rest. A small plane flew low over 
the place and dropped a bundle. 
Steve George, who was always on 
guard at the place, and several 
others went to investigate. They 
found sticks of dynamite wrapped 
around a container of nitro-glycer- 
ine. This bomb and another 
dropped near the building failed 
to go off. A third, dropped down 
a road a short distance, exploded. 

The bombing was, of course, im- 
mediately attributed to the Shel- 
tons. It was many months later 
that Elmer Kane, a flyer, admit- 
ted that Joe Adams, now dead, 
had paid him $1000 to drop the 
bombs. 

Birger eventually hanged for the 
murder of Joe Adams, but for cal- 
culated cruelty that shooting did- 
n’t compare to the killing of High- 
way Patrolman Lory Price and his 


N the evening of the day the 


wife, in January, 1927. Harry and 
Elmo Thomassen, brothers, were 
the murderers of Joe Adams. Lory, 
the Birgers heard, knew some- 
thing of their connection with the 
murder. “Birger,” said Art New- 
man later, ordered the murder of 
Mrs. Price and he himself killed 
Lory Price.” 

Seven Birger gangsters, includ- 
ing Birger himself and Newman, 
went to Price’s home on the even- 
ing of Jan. 17, 1927, and asked him 
to come out for a conference. 
Price got in the back seat of one 
of the cars. As they drove away, 
Birger called to one of his men, 
“take that woman out and do 
away with her.” 

It was raining hard and the 
night was cold. They took Price 
to Shady Rest, which had recent- 
ly been bombed and burned. Bir- 
ger fired three shots into Price, 
who was sitting opposite him at 
a table. He pitched over on his 
face. About that time, Newman 
related, the other car arrived at 
Shady Rest. Here's the car with 
that woman,” Newman told Bir- 
ger, “and she knows we have her 
husband.” ®% 

“Don’t worry about her,” said 
one of the mén in the other car. 
We've killed her.” Newman 
asked where they had put her. “In 
an old mine shaft, just south of 
the Herrin road,” he was told. 

“All right,” said Birger, “we'll

killers of Joe Adams, were thought 
by Birger to know too much, 
Birger obviously was trying to 
burn his bridges. 

Also, by a strange coincidence, 
Birger and Art Newman had left 
the lodge just an hour before the 
fire. And they were the chief wit- 
nesses against the Sheltons. The 
Sheltons were tried in 1927 for the 
Collinsville robbery. They were 
sentenced to 25 years in the peni- 


tentiary, but after serving three 


months their conviction was re- 
versed, largely as a result of the 
efforts of John T. Rogers, a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, who learned 
that Harvey Dungey, 4a Birger 
gangster, had been compelled to 
testify falsely against the Shel- 
tons, under threat of death from 
Newman and Birger. The case was 
finally dismissed. 

In July 1927, Birger went to 
trial for the murder of Joe Adams. 
Harry Thomassen admitted he and 
his brother Elmo killed Joe 
Adams. He decided to squeal on 
Birger because, he said, Birger 
killed Elmo when he burned Shady 
Rest. He implicated Art Newman 
and other Birger Bares ters. New- 
man had fled to ifornia, but he 
was brought back and with Thom- 
assen was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment. Birger was hanged 
for the murder of Joe Adams. 


This marked the close of the 
Shelton-Birger gang war. The Bir- 
ger gang, with its leaders either 
dead or in prison, fell apart. The 
people of Harrisburg, Birger’s 
home town, cheered wildly in the 
streets when they received the of- 
ficial word that Charley was dead 
on the gallows. 

The Sheltons, back in Hast St. 
Louis, had a few brushes with the 
law, during the late '20s,and early 
308 for violations of Volstead Act, 
and it was on a bootlegging charge 
that Carl served his only complete 
jail sentence, 11 months, in 1932- 
33. With the passing of prohibi- 
tion, which ended the liquor 
racket, the Sheltons purchased 
4000 acres near Fairfield, and set- 
tled down to become gentlemen 
farmers, It took 20 years for the 
fate which Carl had escaped to 


catch up with him.,

oloves, a carrot and a branch or 
so of celery and sometimes bay- 
leaf to give the tongue intriguing 
flavor. 

When the tongue is tender, it 
should be removed from its liquid 
and the skin and roots removed 
and discarded. There are several 
ways of elaborating this cooked, 
trimmed tongue. A favorite way 
is to brush it with softened butter, 
sprinkle it with brown sugar and 
sometimes a little honey, then 
brown it in a hot oven until a 
rich appetizing glaze develops.
